Jobless rate drops, wholesale prices rise slowly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government had good news in 
unemployment 
and 
inflation 
statistics today, reporting that 
the nation’s jobless rate fell 
from 7.5 to 7.3 per cent in May 
while wholesale price increases 
slowed. 
The drop in the unemploy­ 
ment rate brought an end to a 
two-month period in which job­ 
lessness had not improved. 
Wholesale prices rose only 
three-tenths of a per cent last 
month, 
after 
surging eight- 
tenths of a per cent in April, 
the Labor Department said 
The May performance eased 
fears of a new round of heavy 
inflation, at least temporarily. 
The economic reports, com­ 
ing only four days before the 
last round of presidential pri­ 
maries, could be a plus for 


President Ford, who credits his 
policies for the improving eco­ 
nomic picture. 
In its price report, the Labor 
Department said a six-tenths of 
a per cent increase in farm 
prices and a one-tenth of a per 
cent rise in industrial goods 
held the over all increase to 
only three-tenths of a per cent 
in May. 


The combined job and price 
reports presented a picture of 
an expanding economy with 
moderate inflation. 


With the jobless rate of 7.3 
per cent, the Labor Department 
said 
6.9 
million 
Americans 
were out of work last month* a 
decline of 180,000 from April. 
Total employment continued to 
increase, rising by 300,000 in 
May to another new high of 87.7 


million. 
Since reaching its recession 
low in March, 1975, employ­ 
ment has increased by 3.6 mil­ 
lion. At the sam e time, the 
number of unemployed 
has 
dropped by 1.4 million 
The jobless rate had reached 
a recession peak of 8.9 per cent 
last May and had fallen sharply 
earlier this year before slowing 
in February to 7.6 per cent. It 
was 7.5 per cent in March and 
April. 


The May rate was the lowest 
since December, 1974, when it 
stood at 7.2 per cent. However, 
unemployment is still very high 
by historical standards 


Most of the improvement last 
month occurred among adult 
women whose jobless rate fell 
half a percentage point to 68 


per cent. Unemployment rates 
for adult men and virtually all 
other groups in the labor force 
showed little change. 
The rate for adult men edged 
up from 5.4 to 5.6 per cent, 
while the teen-age rate fell 
from 19.2 to 18.5 per cent. Job­ 
lessness among whites declined 
from 6.7 to 6.6 per cent while 
the rate for blacks and other 
minorities fell from 13 to 12.2 
per cent. 
Another bright note was a de­ 
cline in the average length of 
unemployment, which fell by 
seven-tenths of a week in May 
to 15 weeks, the lowest level in 
a year. However, in contrast to 
the reduction in total jobless­ 
ness, the number of Americans 
working part-time for economic 
reasons increased by another 
130.000 last month to 3 4 mil­ 


lion 


The AFL-CIO and other ad­ 
ministration 
critics 
contend 
that if part-time workers and 
the so-called discouraged work­ 
ers — those who stop looking 
for work in the belief that none 
is available — were included in 
the jobless rate, the figure 
would be closer to 10 per cent. 
The size of the civilian labor 
force showed little change last 
month, holding at 94 6 million 
following a 720.000 increase in 
April. Over the year, the labor 
force has expanded by 1.8 mil­ 
lion, with adult women making 
up 1 1 million of the gain, adult 
men 
500,000 
and 
teen-agers 
200,000 


Manufacturing 
employment 
declined slightly last month as 
a result of a strike in the rub­ 


ber industry that has idled 
some 60,000 workers, the gov­ 
ernment said 
Unemployment 
in construction, which was hard 
hit by the recession, was un­ 
changed last month at 3 4 mil­ 
lion. 
The average work week for 
all production workers on pri­ 
vate 
nonfarm 
payrolls 
in 
creased three-tenths of an hour 
last month to 36 3 hours. In 
manufacturing, the work week 
lengthened nine-tenths of an 
hour to 40.3 hours, mostly be­ 
cause of an increase in over­ 
time. 
Average hourly earnings rose 
by six cents in May to $4.83, a 
level 35 cents higher than a 
year ago. Weekly earnings av­ 
erage $174.85 in May, up $4 08 
from April and $14 47 from May 
of last year. 


Government economists pre­ 
dict further improvement in 
unemployment 
will 
be very 
slow unless the economy picks 
up sharly, resulting in large in­ 
creases in employment 
that 
would offset the normal sum­ 
mer increase in the labor force. 
The experts also said they 
wouldn’t be surprised if the job­ 
less rate edged up slightly to 
compensate for what may have 
been an over-adjustment in fac­ 
toring out seasonal influences 
earlier this year. 


"If it went up a tenth of a 
per cent it wouldn't shock me,” 
said 
Maynard 
Comtez, 
the 
Commerce Department's chief 
economist He said an increase 
in unemployment would not 
have resulted from a weaken­ 
ing economy, but rather would 


have been due to seasonal prob­ 
lems or a sharp increase in the 
labor force 


Wholesale prices declined at 
an annual rate of 1.8 per cent 
in the first quarter of this year 
and retail prices rose at an an­ 
nual rate of only 2.9 per cent. 
But in April, wholesale prices 
surged eight-tenths of 1 per 
cent, largely due to a 4.2 per 
cent jump in farm prices, 
Administration officials have 
often warned that price in­ 
creases remain a serious threat 
to the economy, despite a sub­ 
stantial moderation over the 
last half-year. But they said the 
April rise did not indicate a re­ 
turn to heavy inflation and pre­ 
dicted that the May increase 
would be less than that in 
April.

T1IE MEANING OF 
MEMORIAL DAY 
Memorial Day, also known as Decoration Day, is 
celebrated at different times in the United States; On 
May 31 in most states this year; but also on April 26. May 
10 or June 3 in former states of the Confederacy. 
When the observance is held is not so important, 
however, as why it is held. Memorial Day dates to the 
Civil War for both the North and South. It is recorded that 
John A. Logan, commander in chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, issued a general order designating May 
30, 1868 for "the purpose of strewing with flowers or 
otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who died in 
defense of their country during the late rebellion.” Logan 
added a hope "that it will be kept up from year to year.” 
The sacrifice in battle of the flower of this country's 
youth, of course, predates the Civil War. From the 
beginning, Americans have answered the call to serve 
the cause of liberty. During these 200 years, some 1.1 
million citizens have died so that we could reach our 
Bicentennial with basic freedoms still intact. 
Senator Daniel K. Inouye, a Hawaii Democrat who lost 
his right arm while fighting in Italy as a young American 
Army officer during the Second World War, earlier this 
month paid tribute to soldiers in our nation’s history who 
lived and died bravely. Inouye’s words summarize well 
the meaning of Memorial Day. 
"Who were they?” he asked “For the most part they 
were young. Many had wives and some had children. 
They represented, however, the full sprectrum of 
American youth; both rich and poor, from big city and 
small town, of every race and creed, of every ethnic 
heritage. They had but one thing in common - their love 
for America.” 
The Senator, speaking at a special service at 
Honolulu’s famed "Punch Bowl” cemetery, continued; 
"Each faced death - undoubtedly fearing it and wanting 
to live But each also heard the high call - the call that 
throughout our history has made so many young 
Americans willing to risk life itself in the search for 
something bigger than self.... Were it not for their 
example, America would surely be a far different place - 
and the stuff of which our history is woven a far less 
inspiring tapestry .”

WASHINGTON- The recent 
intelligence 
revelations

Delense Intelligence Agency, a 
smoldering, subterranean feud 
of charge and 
countercharge,

The CIA finally sum m arized 
its grievances late last year in a 
top-secret report, criticizing the 
DIA's handling of intelligence,

duplicates the CIA's functions 
and calling for a drastic shakeup 
of the intelligence community 
The "Taylor Report," named 
for Project Director Edmund 
Taylor 
of 
the 
CIA, 
recoin 
mended that all 
intelligence 
resources 
should 
be 
placed 
under a general intelligence 
director 
Under the Taylor plan, the 
director would manage both the 
CIA and DIA, with complete 
control over the intelligence 
budget. He would make his 
headquarters presum ably at the 
CIA center in Uingley, Va. 
Financially speaking, the plan 
is attractive to the CIA, which 
now receives only about 20 per 
cent of the national intelligence 
budget 
For 
the 
T aylor 
reorganization would put the 
CIA clique in the dominant 
position 
The Taylor Report sharply 
criticized the quality of U S 
intelligence, particularly that 
produced 
by 
the 
DIA. 
The 
document 
charged 
that 
the 
overlapping intelligence effort 
produced 
conflicting 
reports, 
created dangerous confusion, 
prevented 
coordination 
and 
created a false sense of security. 
The 
top-secret 
rep o rt 
produced an almighty howl from

Pentagon’s 
intelligence 
chiefs, who complained that it 
was inaccurate, unfair and one­ 
sided

program s outside the CIA, they 
insisted, were well conducted 
and coordinated In any event, 


they argued that the real issue

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Jobless rate drops, wholesale prices rise slowly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government had good news in 
unemployment 
and 
inflation 
statistics today, reporting that 
the nation’s jobless rate fell 
from 7.5 to 7.3 per cent in May 
while wholesale price increases 
slowed. 
The drop in the unemploy­ 
ment rate brought an end to a 
two-month period in which job­ 
lessness had not improved. 
Wholesale prices rose only 
three-tenths of a per cent last 
month, 
after surging eight- 
tenths of a per cent in April, 
the Labor Department said. 
The May performance eased 
fears of a new round of heavy 
inflation, at least temporarily. 
The economic reports, com­ 
ing only four days before the 
last round of presidential pri­ 
maries, could be a plus for 


President Ford, who credits his 
policies for the improving eco­ 
nomic picture. 
In its price report, the Labor 
Department said a six-tenths of 
a per cent increase in farm 
prices and a one-tenth of a per 
cent rise in industrial goods 
held the over-all increase to 
only three-tenths of a per cent 
in May. 


The combined job and price 
reports presented a picture of 
an expanding economy with 
moderate inflation. 


With the jobless rate of 7.3 
per cent, the Labor Department 
said 
6.9 million 
Americans 
were out of work last month*, a 
decline of 180,000 from April. 
Total employment continued to 
increase, rising by 300,000 in 
May to another new high of 87.7 


million. 
Since reaching its recession 
low in March, 1975, employ­ 
ment has increased by 3.6 mil­ 
lion. At the same time, the 
number of unemployed has 
dropped by 1.4 million. 
The jobless rate had reached 
a recession peak of 8.9 per cent 
last May and had fallen sharply ^ 
earlier this year before slowing * 
in February to 7.6 per cent. It 
was 7.5 per cent in March and 
April. 


The May rate was the lowest 
since December, 1974, when it 
stood at 7.2 per cent. However, 
unemployment is still very high 
by historical standards. 


Most of the improvement last 
month occurred among adult 
women whose jobless rate fell 
half a percentage point to 6.8 


per cent. Unemployment rates 
for adult men and virtually all 
other groups in the labor force 
showed little change. 
The rate for adult men edged 
up from 5.4 to 5.6 per cent, 
while the teen-age rate fell 
from 19.2 to 18.5 per cent. Job­ 
lessness among whites declined 
from 6.7 to 6.6 per cent while 
the rate for blacks and other 
minorities fell from 13 to 12.2 
per cent. 
Another bright note was a de­ 
cline in the average length of 
unemployment, which fell by 
seven-tenths of a week in May 
to 15 weeks, the lowest level in 
a year. However, in contrast to 
the reduction in total jobless­ 
ness, the number of Americans 
working part-time for economic 
reasons increased by another 
130,000 last month to 3.4 mil­ 


lion. 


The AFL-CIO and other ad­ 
ministration 
critics 
contend 
that if part-time workers and 
the so-called discouraged work­ 
ers — those who stop looking 
for work in the belief that none 
is available — were included in 
the jobless rate, the figure 
would be closer to 10 per cent. 
The size of the civilian labor 
force showed little change last 
month, holding at 94.6 million 
following a 720,000 increase in 
April. Over the year, the labor 
force has expanded by 1.8 mil­ 
lion, with adult women making 
up 1.1 million of the gain, adult 
men 500,000 and teen-agers 
200,000. 


Manufacturing 
employment 
declined slightly last month as 
a result of a strike in the rub­ 


ber industry that has idled 
some 60,000 workers, the gov­ 
ernment said. Unemployment 
in construction, which was hard 
hit by the recession, was un­ 
changed last month at 3.4 mil­ 
lion. 
The average work week for 
all production workers on pri­ 
vate 
nonfarm 
payrolls 
in­ 
creased three-tenths of an hour 
last month to 36.3 hours. In 
manufacturing, the work week 
lengthened nine-tenths of an 
hour to 40.3 hours, mostly be­ 
cause of an increase in over­ 
time. 
Average hourly earnings rose 
by six cents in May to (4.83, a 
level 35 cents higher than a 
year ago. Weekly earnings av­ 
erage (174.85 in May, up (4.08 
from April and (14.47 from May 
of last year. 


Government economists pre­ 
dict further improvement in 
unemployment will be very 
slow unless the economy picks 
up sharly, resulting in large in­ 
creases 
in employment that 
would offset the normal sum­ 
mer increase in the labor force. 


The experts also said they 
wouldn’t be surprised if the job­ 
less rate edged up slightly to 
compensate for what may have 
been an over-adjustment in fac­ 
toring out seasonal influences 
earlier this year. 


“If it went up a tenth of a 
per cent it wouldn’t shock me,” 
said 
Maynard 
Comiez, 
the 
Commerce Department’s chief 
economist. He said an increase 
in unemployment would not 
have resulted from a weaken­ 
ing economy, but rather would 


have been due to seasonal prob­ 
lems or a sharp increase in the 
labor force. 


Wholesale prices declined at 
an annual rate of 1.8 per cent 
in the first quarter of this year 
and retail prices rose at an an­ 
nual rate of only 2.9 per cent. 
But in April, wholesale prices 
surged eight-tenths of 1 per 
cent, largely due to a 4.2 per 
cent jump in farm prices. 
Administration officials have 
often warned that price in­ 
creases remain a serious threat 
to the economy, despite a sub­ 
stantial moderation over the 
last half-year. But they said the 
April rise did not indicate a re­ 
turn to heavy inflation and pre­ 
dicted that the May increase 
would be less than that in 
April.

James C. Kirkpatrick to pre­ 
pare the constiutitonal changes 
for the primary ballot. 
Opponents 
of

school aid issue had urged 
Bond to place the proposal on 
the Nov. 2 general election bal­ 
lot so that more persons would 
be able to consider it. Four 
years ago, 
1.9 million Mis­ 
sourians voted in the general 
election and a million in the 
primary 
But those in favor of the 
amendment, which would need 
a simple majority to become 
part of the constitution, wanted 
it to be considered in August, 
fearing that in November it 
“ would be lost in the shuffle.” 
Bond's office received letters 
and petitions signed by more 
than 400 persons urging the No­ 
vember date. Many of the let­ 
ters showed Baptist or Protes­ 
tant affiliations. 
But in issuing his proclama­ 
tion, Bond said he did not see 
the eventual outcome of the 


parochial aid issue would be

. “ 1 don’t have any position on 
the initiative petition,” Bond 
said. This action treats all of

THE MEANING OF 
MEMORIAL DAY 
Memorial Day, also known as Decoration Day, is 
celebrated at different times in the United States: On 
May 31 in most states this year; but also on April 26, May 
10 or June 3 in former states of the Confederacy. 
When the observance is held is not so important, 
however, as why it is held. Memorial Day dates to the 
Civil War for both the North and South. It is recorded that 
John A. Logan, commander in chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, issued a general order designating May 
30, 1868 for “the purpose of strewing with flowers or 
otherwise decorating the graves of comrades who died in 
defense of their country during the late rebellion.” Logan 
added a hope “that it will be kept up from year to year.” 
The sacrifice in battle of the flower of this country’s 
youth, of course, predates the Civil War. From the 
beginning, Americans have answered the call to serve 
the cause of liberty. During these 200 years, some 1.1 
million citizens have died so that we could reach our 
Bicentennial with basic freedoms still intact. 
Senator Daniel K. Inouye, a Hawaii Democrat who lost 
his right arm while fighting in Italy as a young American 
Army officer during the Second World War, earlier this 
month paid tribute to soldiers in our nation’s history who 
lived and died bravely. Inouye’s words summarize well 
the meaning of Memorial Day. 
“Who were they?” he asked. “For the most part they 
were young. Many had wives and some had children. 
They represented, however, the full sprectrum of 
American youth; both rich and poor, from big city and 
small town, of every race and creed, of every ethnic 
heritage. They had but one thing in common - their love 
for America.” 
The Senator, speaking at a special service at 
Honolulu’s famed “Punch Bowl” cemetery, continued: 
“Each faced death -- undoubtedly fearing it and wanting 
to live. But each also heard the high call - the call that 
throughout our history has made so many young 
Americans willing to risk life itself in the search for 
something bigger than self.... Were it not for their 
example, America would surely be a far different place -- 
and the stuff of which our history is woven a far less 
inspiring tapestry.”

COMMUNIST 
ASSASSINATIONS

Most murders are committed 
either in the heat of passion, or 
as ancillary to other crimes such 
as robbery or rape, or as the 
irrational act of a criminal 
psychopath. 
A different and very special 
type of murder took place 
recently 
when 
the Bolivian 
ambassador to France was shot 
to death at point-blank range in 
broad daylight as he walked to 
his car near his home in Paris. 
The murder of Gen. Joaquin 
Zenteno Anaya proves anew that 
the international Communists 
have assassination squads with 
an unparalleled capacity for 
painstaking planning, patience 
and perseverance. 
The 
reason 
Zenteno 
was 
targeted for execution was that 
he had been in charge of the 
Bolivian government forces that 
tracked down and killed the 
famous 
Communist 
Che 
Guevara in 1967, while Che was 
attempting a takeover of Bolivia 
similar to the Castro conquest of 
Cuba. That was in 1967, nine 
years ago. The Communists 
never forgive and never forget; 
they planned, they waited for 
their chance, and they got their 
man. 
The prime historical example 
of a careful, calculated and 
cunning assassination by the 
Communists was the murder of 
Leon Trotsky with an ice ax in 
Mexico City on Aug. 20,1940. A 
top Communist himself, Trotsky 
knew he was 
targeted for 
liquidation, and he was highly 
resourceful in guarding himself 
against 
the 
ruthless 
and 
relentless tactics he had helped 
to develop in Russia. 
But even the brilliant Trotsky, 
who possessed one of the largest 
brains in history, was outwitted 
by 
the Communist murder 
squads. 
It took eight years, and 
finally 
succeeded after the 
assassin had trained for years to 
accomplish that one task, had 
seduced one 
of Trotsky's

American followers in order to 
gain access to Trotsky’s highly 
fortified household, and then 
waited for two years for the 
opportune moment to strike. 
The international Communist

Stefan Bandera was eliminated 
by a technique called “silent 
assassination” 
in 
which 
a 
poisonous spray was discharged 
into his face. 
The Danish diplomat at the 
United Nations, Paul Bang- 
Jensen, who had made headlines 
by refusing to make public a list 
of 81 witnesses to the Red ar­ 
my’s invasion of Hungary in 
1936, whom the Communists 
wanted to arrest, was killed by 
the technique of murder- 
disguised-as-suicide. 
Another 
murder-suicide was used to 
liquidate the young American 
Bible salesman Newcomb Mott, 
in 1965, while he was being tr- 
tansported on a Soviet prison 
train to a slave labor camp after 
being arrested on a trumped-up 
charge. 
As Whittaker Chambers once 
commented, 
"Any fool can 
commit a murder, but it takes 
an artist to commit a good 
natural death.” 
The 
Communist 
m urder 
squads even operate inside the 
United States. In addition to 
killilng Bang-Jensen on Long 
Island, the Communists mur­ 
dered former Communist Party 
member Juliet Poyntz in Cen­ 
tral Park, New York, in 1937. 
The Communist gestapo mur­ 
dered Gen. Walter Krivitsky in a 
Washington, D.C., hotel room in 
1940 after he defected from 
Russia, testified before the 
House 
Committee on 
Un- 
American Activities, and asked 
to be baptised in the Episcopal 
church. 
It used to be said that crime 
does not pay. The Communists 
have 
made 
murder highly 
profitable in advancing their 
worldwide conquests and in 
intimidating both opponents and 
defectors.

she thought it deserved. 
At that time she was often 
written off as some sort of 
"kook” or just a too-frequent 
partaker 
of 
alcoholic 
stimulants. 
But once the Watergate affair 
began to develop, she began to 
seek help from the press she had 
so reviled previously. 
She was perceptive. She knew 
from her close association with 
the attorney general that 
politics indeed had become “a 
dirty business.” But she still 
was suspect by the press and 
few took her early warnings 
very seriously. However, she 
persisted, and in time she began 
to get a 
more receptive 
audience. 
It would be too much to say 
that Martha Mitchell was a 
major force in the revelations of 
the Watergate period. But her 
voice surely was a factor in 
those revelations, if only to spur 
the news media on to deeper 
investigations. She was the only 
one of the Watergate affair 
wives who had the courage and 
the stamina to speak up, and 
that was to her credit. 
It is sad that when she died 
Monday 
morning of com­ 
plications from the bone cancer 
which had caused her suffering 
in recent months she was in debt 
and without friends or family.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

JACK ANDERSON SAYS: 
CIA-DIA Bickering 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON- The recent 
intelligence 
revelations have 
intensified 
the 
backroom 
bickering between the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
and 
Defense Intelligence Agency, a 
smoldering, subterranean feud 
of charge and countercharge, 
of snoop and countersnoop. 
The CIA finally summarized 
its grievances late last year in a 
top-secret report, criticizing the 
DIA’s handling of intelligence, 
charging 
that 
it 
merely 
duplicates the CIA’s functions 
and calling for a drastic shakeup 
of the intelligence community. 
The “Taylor Report,” named 
for Project Director Edmund 
Taylor of the CIA, recom­ 
mended that all intelligence 
resources should be placed 
under a general intelligence 
director. 
Under the Taylor plan, the 
director would manage both the 
CIA and DIA, with complete 
control over the intelligence 
budget. He would make his 
headquarters presumably at the 
CIA center in Langley, Va. 
Financially speaking, the plan 
is attractive to the CIA, which 
now receives only about 20 per 
cent of the national intelligence 
budget. 
For 
the 
Taylor 
reorganization would put the 
CIA clique in the dominant 
position. 
The Taylor Report sharply 
criticized the quality of U.S. 
intelligence, particularly that 
produced by the DIA. The 
document charged that the 
overlapping intelligence effort 
produced conflicting reports, 
created dangerous confusion, 
prevented 
coordination 
and 
created a false sense of security. 
The 
top-secret 
report 
produced an almighty howl from 
the 
Pentagon’s 
intelligence 
chiefs, who complained that it 
was inaccurate, unfair and one­ 
sided. 
The 
intelligence 
programs outside the CIA, they 
insisted, were well conducted 
and coordinated. In any event, 


they argued that the real issue 
wasn't control over intelligence 
but the excesses of the in­ 
telligence agencies. 
The Taylor Report was 
submitted to 
President Ford, 
who asked for another, inter­ 
agency report presenting all 
sides. The second report offered 
a range of alternatives for the 
President

choose 
from. 
Intelligence sources tell us they 
are dissatisfied with the few 
organizational 
changes 
that 
have been made. These changes

strengthen 
the main 
failings,

say, where 
national security is at stake.

And now that he is in the 
Maxwell Air Force Base jug in 
Montgomery, Ala., he won’t be 
in his traditional hotel room 
suite this week when the in­ 
ternational 
union conventidn 
gathers to hear such audience 
hunters these primary days as 
California Gov. Edmund Brown, 
or 
when 
Detroit’s Mayor 
Coleman 
Young 
gets 
the 
organization’s 
civil 
rights 
award. 
It’s strange what national 
personalities will do for a claque 
or . a 
plaque. 
Certainly 
no 
homework. And as a convention 
city, San Francisco is no har­ 
dship. 
The well-balanced roster of 
speakers at the quadrennial 
convention in San Francisco is a 
m asterpiece indeed -- the 
ethnics, the creeds, the races 
and 
the 
ladies 
are 
all 
represented. However, the guest 
speakers 
apparently 
didn’t 
check out the sleazy saga which 
the New York-based anti­ 
racketeering Justice Depart­ 
ment joint strike force un­ 
covered here, after digging 
through a shadowland of toughs, 
reported payoffs in restaurants 
and steam baths, and checking 
out friends of friends such as 
Johnny Dio, an alleged captain 
in the oldLuchese “family.”

Being a professional crusader

Pat Gorman 
financial harm. Nor cost him 
much comfort. In 1975 he took

Reports are that he’s in line 
for a $10,000 annual increase. 
Not bad for an 83-year-old chap 
who’s resigning as international 
secretary-treasurer.

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Em ploym ent, price and economic 
statistics closely guarded secrets 
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WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Among the most closely held 
secrets in government is ad­ 
vance information on employ­ 
ment. prices and the economy 
in general. 
The information in the gov­ 
ernment's 
reports 
on 
April 
wholesale prices and employ­ 
ment being released today is an 
example. 
Outside of the people directly 
involved in preparing statistics, 
only the 
President and the 
chairman of his Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers are entitled to 
know them in advance. 
The chief reason for guarding 
against premature disclosure of 
statistics is that the informa­ 
tion could be used by specula­ 
tors to turn a quick profit on 
financial markets. 
But the secrets have not al­ 
ways been so closely guarded 
Prior to October 1974, when 
new regulations took effect, as 
many as 40 to 50 others knew, 
including top department offi­ 
cials 
Leaks of the information, in­ 
cluding leaks to reporters, were 
common. 
Although 
advance 
word still occasionally reaches 
unauthorized ears, leaks are 
guarded against and frowned 
upon, almost as much as if 
they involved confidential nego­ 
tiations between governments. 
Joseph W Duncan, a deputy 
associate director for statistical 
policy of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget, said he was 
not aware of any recent leaks 
"If we were aware of any. we 
would take all actions possible 
to stop it." said Duncan, who is 
directly responsible for admin­ 
istering OMB's regulations on 
statistics 
But the Commerce Depart­ 
ment 
recently 
learned 
that 
West German banks apparently 
were finding out U S. trade fig­ 
ures a halt hour early Because 
the figures showed a big U.S. 
trade surplus, the banks were 
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buying U S dollars in anticipa­ 
tion that the dollar would be 
worth more after the figures 
were publicly released. 
The agency clamped down on 
the number of reporters who 
could have the information the 
customary half-hour ahead of 
time and prevented them from 
leaving its news room until 
after the actual release time 
had arrived The leak stopped 
Another reason for maintain­ 
ing secrecy is that advance 
word on some statistics, such 
as employment and unemploy­ 
ment. could be turned into a 
political advantage, especially 
during an election year. 
Since President Ford is the 
only one of the 1976 presidential 
candidates who has access to 
statistics ahead of time, he 
could benefit from this knowl­ 
edge. But there apparently has 
been no consideration of keep­ 
ing the information from him, 
since the President is held to 
be entitled to all government 
information 
as 
it 
becomes 
available 
Usually there is only a 24- 
hour lag between the time in­ 
formation is finally compiled 
and its actual release to the 
public through the media 
The tight control has been 
welcomed by government econ­ 
omists, statisticians and others 
who say they can recall occa­ 
sional attempts during resigned 
President Richard M Nixon's 
administration to bend statis­ 
tics to political winds 
The new regulations would 
make it more difficult for a de­ 
partment head to do what for­ 
mer Secretary of Commerce 
Frederick B 
Dent did with 
some trade figures on May 23, 
1973 
Dent called a news confer­ 
ence to announce a big trade 
surplus in April 1973, the na­ 
tion's first monthly trade sur­ 
plus in 18 months At the time, 
Nixon was under considerable 
pressure because of the Water­ 
gate scandal and the White 
House was sure to welcome any 
good news 
Dent's action was unusual in 
several respects 
First, he released the statis­ 
tics 24 hours ahead of schedule 
Second, the normal procedure, 
then and now, was to release 
statistics in a press release 
without public fanfare Third, 
political appointees, then and 
now, are supposed to wait at 
least one hour after statistics 
are 
released 
before 
com­ 
menting on them. 
Dent explained that the trade 
information became available 
early and he feit it should be 
released for early consumption 
by financial markets But Dent 
did not do it that way again, 
even though much better trade 
statistics were still to come 
Under the new OMB proce­ 
dures, a department head, in­ 
cluding the secretary of com­ 
merce, would not receive statis­ 
tical information until the same 
moment it was distributed to 
reporters, one half-hour before 
the public release time 
The half-hour is meant to 
give reporters time to absorb 
the statistics before reporting 
on them 
Sidney L Jones, a top admin­ 
istration economist who super­ 
vised the release of Commerce 
Department statistics during a 
portion of the Nixon years, said 
he recalled attempts by the 
White House to influence the in­ 
terpretation of statistics, al­ 
though not the statistics them 
selves. 
“ I took heat several times on 
how they should be worded,”

"It’s not the figure itself It 
was the interpretation of it 
that’s the problem, such as 
whether a two-tenths per cent 
change means anything or is in 
the area of statistical error.” 
he said 
For most statistics, including 
the unemployment rate, any 
change below two-tenths of 1 


per cent is considered to be 
possibly nothing more than a 
statistical error. 
The timing of the release of 
statistics also is controlled. The 
Office 
of 
Management 
and 
Budget releases a schedule a 
month early of the 40-odd sta­ 
tistics to be released during the 
next 
month, 
and deviations 
from it are rare 
OMB statisticians say most 
statistics are released at ap­ 
proximately 
the same time 
each month, so that someone 
could plot with considerable ac­ 
curacy the dates statistics will 
be released for an entire year 
“Our concern is that the data 
be released as soon as possible, 
consistent with adequate time 
to do a complete job of com­ 
pilation," explained an OMB of­ 
fice supervisor.

Uterine cancer increase blamed on estrogen 


BOSTON (AP) — The drug 
estrogen, which emerged in the 
1960s as a common cure for the 
miseries of menopause, prob­ 
ably is responsible for a dra­ 
matic increase in uterine can­ 
cer among middle-age women, 
say two research studies pub­ 
lished today. 
The studies show uterine can­ 
cer increased markedly in the 
1970s and is closely linked with 
women who took estrogen dur­ 
ing menopause. 
The reports were published in 
the New England Journal of 


Medicine. 
One of the studies, a statistic­ 
al report, showed uterine can­ 
cer increased at least 40 per 
cent and as much as 150 per 
cent among middle-age women 
between 1969 and 1973. The rate 
of increase varied among sec­ 
tions of the country. 
The researchers said the find­ 
ings “ give evidence for a rapid 
increase of a magnitude that 
has rarely been paralleled in 
the history of cancer reporting 
in this country.’’

Among the most closely held 
secrets in government is ad­ 
vance information on employ­ 
ment, prices and the economy 
in general. 
The information in the gov­ 
ernment’s reports on April 
wholesale prices and employ­ 
ment being released today is an 
example. 
Outside of the people directly 
involved in preparing statistics, 
only the President and the 
chairman of his Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers are entitled to 
know them in advance. 
The chief reason for guarding 
against premature disclosure of 
statistics is that the informa­ 
tion could be used by specula­ 
tors to turn a quick profit on 
financial markets. 
But the secrets have not al­ 
ways been so closely guarded. 
Prior to October 1974, when 
new regulations took effect, as 
many as 40 to 50 others knew, 
including top department offi­ 
cials. 
Leaks of the information, in­ 
cluding leaks to reporters, were 
common. 
Although 
advance 
word still occasionally reaches 
unauthorized ears, leaks are 
guarded against and frowned 
upon, almost as much as if 
they involved confidential nego­ 
tiations between governments. 
Joseph W. Duncan, a deputy 
associate director for statistical 
policy of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget, said he was 
not aware of any recent leaks. 
“If we were aware of any, we 
would take all actions possible 
to stop it,” said Duncan, who is 
directly responsible for admin­ 
istering OMB's regulations on 
statistics.

Since President Ford is the 
only one of the 1976 presidential 
candidates who has access to 
statistics ahead of time, he 
could benefit from this knowl­ 
edge. But there apparently has 
been no consideration of keep­ 
ing the information from him,

available. 
Usually there is only a 24- 
hour lag between the time in­ 
formation is finally compiled 
and its actual release to the 
public through the media. 
The tight control has been 
welcomed by government econ­ 
omists, statisticians and others 
who say they can recall occa­ 
sional attempts during resigned 
President Richard M. Nixon’s 
administration to bend statis­ 
tics to political winds. 
The new regulations would 
make it more difficult for a de­ 
partment head to do what for­ 
mer Secretary of Commerce 
Frederick B. Dent did with 
some trade figures on May 23, 
1973. 
Dent called a news confer­ 
ence to announce a big trade 
surplus in April 1973, the na­ 
tion’s first monthly trade sur­ 
plus in 18 months. At the time, 
Nixon was under considerable 
pressure because of the Water­ 
gate scandal and the White 
House was sure to welcome any 
good news. 
Dent’s action was unusual in 
several respects. 
First, he released the statis­ 
tics 24 hours ahead of schedule. 
Second, the normal procedure, 
then and now, was to release 
statistics in a press release 
without public fanfare. Third, 
political appointees, then and 
now, are supposed to wait at 
least one hour after statistics 
are 
released 
before 
com­ 
menting on them. 
Dent explained that the trade 
information became available 
early and he felt it should be 
released for early consumption 
by financial markets. But Dent 
did not do it that way again, 
even though much better trade 
statistics were still to come. 
Under the new OMB proce­ 
dures, a department head, in-1 
• eluding the secretary of com­ 
merce, would not receive statis­ 
tical information until the same 
moment it was distributed to 
reporters, one half-hour before 
the public release time. 
The half-hour is meant to 
give reporters time to absorb 
the statistics before reporting 
on them. 
Sidney L. Jones, a top admin­ 
istration economist who super­ 
vised the release of Commerce 
Department statistics during a 
portion of the Nixon years, said 
he recalled attempts by the 
White House to influence the in­ 
terpretation of statistics, al­ 
though not the statistics them­ 
selves. 
"I took heat several times on 
how they should be worded,” 
said 
Jones, 
now 
assistant 
Treasury secretary for econom­ 
ic affairs. 
"It’s not the figure itself. It 
was the interpretation of it 
that’s the problem, such as 
whether a two-tenths per cent 
change means anything or ia in 
the area of statistical error,” 
he said. 
For most statistics, including 
the unemployment rate, any 
1 change below two-tenths of I 


per cent is considered to be 
possibly nothing more than a 
statistical error. 
The timing of the release of 
statistics also is controlled. The 
Office of Management and 
Budget releases a schedule a 
month early of the 40-odd sta­ 
tistics to be released during the 
next month, and deviations 
from it are rare. 
OMB statisticians say most 
statistics are released at ap­ 
proximately the same time 
each month, so that someone 
could plot with considerable ac­ 
curacy the dates statistics will 
be released for an entire year. 
“Our concern is that the data 
be released as soon as possible, 
consistent with adequate time 
to do a complete job of com­ 
pilation,” explained an OMB of­ 
fice supervisor.

Uterine cancer increase blamed on estrogen 


BOSTON (AP) — The drug 
estrogen, which emerged in the 
1960s as a common cure for the 
miseries of menopause, prob­ 
ably is responsible for a dra­ 
matic increase in uterine can­ 
cer among middle-age women, 
say two research studies pub­ 
lished today. 
The studies show uterine can­ 
cer increased markedly in the 
1970s and is closely linked with 
women who took estrogen dur­ 
ing menopause. 
The reports were published in 
the New England Journal of 


Medicine. 
One of the studies, a statistic* 
al report, showed uterine can­ 
cer increased at least 40 per 
cent and as much as 150 per 
cent among middle-age women 
between 1969 and 1973. The rate 
of increase varied among sec­ 
tions of the country. 
The researchers said the find­ 
ings “give evidence for a rapid 
increase of a magnitude that 
has rarely been paralleled in 
the history of cancer reporting 
in this country.”

“Parents are unware of the 
things going on in schools to­ 
day,” he said. “They have only 
their past to draw from when it 
was mostly sitting and read­ 
ing.” 
Vacation takes up one-fourth

LAM B - Is it 
true that vitamin C tablets not 
only lose their potency but 
also develop some sort of a 
poison with age. that is if they 
are kept a long period of 
time? 
About four years ago a doc­ 
tor recom m ended I get 
natural vitamin C and I 
bought two jars of 400 tablets 
I used one and the other got 
mislaid in moving two or 
three times Now I have found 
it.

D EAR R E A D E R - Throw 
them away 
It is true that 
vitamin C tablets, natural or 
synthetic, lose their potency 
with time. Even if the tablets 
are stored in a refrigerator 
they will lose about half of 
their potency in a year’s time 
Recent studies show that 
vitamin C is converted to ox­ 
alic acid This substance has 
been implicated in triggering 
diabetes, kidney stones and 
urinary tract infections 
These problems are more 
likely to occur in the person 
who takes very large doses of 
old vitamin C 
D EA R DR LAMB - I am 
19, in great physical condition, 
and lift weights three days a 
week. I would like to know 
how much milk is too much 
for me I have been drinking a 
gallon a day for its protein 
content but have heard that 
much is harmful to the bones 
and also makes the face break 
out Is this true0 
D EA R R E A D E R - Milk is

You won’t 
need more than 100 grams of 
protein from milk, meat and 
all sources combined to give 
you enough for m uscle 
building A pound of lean mus­ 
cle will contain only 100 
grams of protein. 
The problem is that a gallon 
of milk also gives you 440 
milligrams of cholesterol and 
the daily recommended limit 
is about 300 You will need 
part of that allotment in 
eating meat, fish, chicken and 
other important foods that 
also contain cholesterol. Milk 
is also high in fat Whole milk 
contains 34 grams of fat a

found in Mo. River catfish

(AP) — Cancer-causing sub­ 
stances have been found in 
edible parts of catfish taken 
from the Missouri River, states 
a Missouri Natural Resources 
Department study. 
The report said that while the 
cancer-producing 
substances 
are well diluted by the stream, 
the chemicals over an extended 
period of time could accumu­ 


late in humans and pose health 
hazards. 
Employes of the Missouri 
Conservation department made 
the discovery in the fish, the 
report said. 
The 
report 
listed 
major 
sources of the Missouri River 
pollution as chlorine used by 
cities to disinfect sewage, in­ 
dustrial discharges, pesticides 
and other agricultural runoff. 
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Most of the pollutants escape 
detection in chemical analysis 
because of the enormous dilu­ 
tion by the river. But ‘‘the 
aquatic life is affected by a cu­ 
mulative process, and the fact 
that their presence is detected 
in such life forms as fish is in­ 
dicative of the extent of the 
problem,” the report said. 
The report concluded that the 
accumulation in catfish ‘‘clear­ 
ly indicates that control meas- 
? ures are essential." 
Hie 470-page study suggests 
that cities stop using chlorine 
to disinfect sewage, that a de­ 
tailed analysis of industrial 
processes be made to detect 
cancer-producing 
substances 
and that a detailed study be 
made of pesticide use in Mis­ 
souri. 
Cloudiness caused by high 
sediment loads from agricul­ 
tural runoff was also cited as a 
major water quality problem in 
the Missouri.

Don’t use 
old vitamin C 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M J). 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Is it 
true that vitamin C tablets not 
only lose their potency but 
also develop some sort of a 
poison with age, that is if they 
are kept a long period of 
time? 
About four years ago a doc­ 
tor recom m ended I get 
natural vitamin C and I 
bought two jars of 400 tablets. 
I used one and the other got 
mislaid in moving two or 
three times. Now I have found 
it. Can I safely take them? 
DEAR READER - Throw 
them away. It is true that 
vitamin C tablets, natural or 
synthetic, lose their potency 
with time. Even if the tablets 
are stored in a refrigerator 
they will lose about half of 
their potency in a year’s time. 
Recent studies show that 
vitamin C is converted to ox­ 
alic acid. This substance has 
been implicated in triggering 
diabetes, kidney stones and 
urinary tract infections. 
These problems are more 
likely to occur in the person 
who takes very large doses of 
old vitamin C. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
19, in great physical condition, 
and lift weights three days a 
week. I would like to know 
how much milk is too much 
for me. I have been drinking a 
gallon a day for its protein 
content bat have heard that 
much is harmful to the bones 
and also makes the face break 
out. Is this true? 
DEAR READER - Milk is 
a good source of both protein 


and calcium. You don’t need 
that much protein though to 
build a good muscular body. A 
gallon of milk will give you 136 
grams of protein. You won’t 
need more than 100 grams of 
protein from milk, meat and 
all sources combined to give 
you enough for m uscle 
building. A pound of lean mus­ 
cle will contain only 100 
grams of protein. 
The problem is that a gallon 
of milk also gives you 440 
milligrams of cholesterol and 
the daily recommended limit, 
is about 300. You will need 
part of that allotment in 
eating meat, fish, chicken and 
other important foods that 
also contain cholesterol. Milk 
is also high in fat. Whole milk 
contains 34 grams of fat a 
quart or about 300 calories of • 
' fat. Nearly half of the calories 
in whole milk are from fat. It 
is properly classified as a high 
fat food. You can eliminate 
the dangers of a high fat 
cholesterol intake by using 
fortified skim milk or butter­ 
milk. 
T he calcium is not a 
problem. If you take in more 
than you need it will simply be 
elim inated from the body, 
either through the urine or it 
won't be absorb d in the first 
place The milk will not cause 
your face to break out unless 
you have some form of allergy 
which is most unlikely. 
I would recommend that 
you have a quart of fortified 
skim milk daily and balance 
y our diet with adequate 
amounts of poultry, fish and 
lean meats.

Did she really make the first

Most history writers don’t think 
so, but the story is one of our most 
popular folk tales. 
Another but lesser known flap 
maker was Mary Pickerspill of 
Baltimore, Maryland, who made 
the flap that inspired “The Star-Spanpled Banner.” 
Francis Scott Key wrote the words when he saw 
the flap “still there” over Fort McHenry, Maryland, 
after it had been bombed by the British on Sep­ 
tember 14, 1814, durinp the War of 1812. 
With the help of her family, Mary made and de- 
sipned the flap for $450.90. It was the larpest flap in 
the world at that time. It measured 30 by 42 feet. 
M ary ’s m o th er, R ebecca 
Younp,was also a flapmaker. She 
made the Grand Union Flap for 
Georpe Washinpton in 1776. 
Today, her restored house in 
Baltimore looks much as it did 
when she measured the pattern 
upstairs in her front room.
